SIR: 

Set forth below is the amended version of the claims. 

1 . (Twice Amended) A method enabling a first party to send a gift to a second 
party, the method comprising the steps of: 

receiving a request over the Internet from said first party for said gift to be sent 
to said second party; 

obtaining over the Internet from said first party a pseudonym of said second 

party; [and] 

securing over the Internet a non-pseudonymous name and address associated 
with the second party's pseudonym : and 



[for] producing computer output enabling said gift to be sent to said second party 
while said non-pseudonymous name is not revealed tosaid first party. 

1 6. (Twice Amended) The method of claim 1 , further including the step of 
electronically charging a first fee to said first party [for carrying out all steps up to and including 
issuing said order that said gift be sent]. 



electronically charging a second [g]fee to said first party, wherein said second fee is related to 
the value of said gift.
